Saturdays dual 
anniversary puts 
state, city on edge 


DENVER A*n' uneasy calm 
enveloped' the courthouse where 
■nmothy McVeigh is on trial Thursday os 
the already d^t security was boosted 
another notch in anticipation of the 
Oklahoma bombing anniversary. 

pairs of police officers stepped up 
patrols around the courthouse, while 
U.S. mortals escorted prosecutors from 
their office down the street to the court- 
house door. 

Outside a federal building across the 
street, guards checked underneath vehi- 
cles for any sign of something amiss. ' 

At the heart of the caudon is Saturday, 
the anniversary of both the Oklahoma 
City bombing and a raid on the Branch 
Daridions compound near Waco, Texas. 

“We're at increased awareness. That 
(courthouse) building is at the highest 
■ securiw and is above the nadonol stan- 
dards for top security for federal build- 
ing with civilian employees,” said Polly 
Baca, regional administrator of the 
(?ene^ Services' Administradon. 

The trial is part of a scries of unusual, 
unrelated events that have converged in 
Colorado, causing some t^neem among 
many residents. 

As jury selection continued her'e, 
outhorides kept scorching the mountains 
'for a bomb-laden warplane and looked;' 
- into a putzling threat to the North 
-■-’.American Aerospace Defense Com m and ' 
in Colorado Springs. 

“It seems a funny coincidence that it 
'all happens at once, ”"sai'd Marilyn' 
Winders of Montrose, in Denver for a 
weekend visit. “You kind of wonder if 
it's all tied together.” 

Denver Police Sgt. Mark Lewis said 
the anniversary date' has intensified 
speculation about the three events, but 
he docs not believe they ore linked. 

“It’s probably coincidence, but yet, ids 
all coming on a certain weekend and 
that's what makes it look like they’re 
connected,”. he sold! “We don’t tidnk 
so.” 

McVeigh, 28, is charged with deiuoat- 
' ing a bomb in a rental truck outside the 
A&ed P.'Murrah Federal Building two 
years ago. The blast killed 168 people 
injured more than 500 others arid 
destroyed the nine-story building. 

Authorities believe McVeigh’s motive 
was to retaliate against the government 
for the 1^3 Waco raid, whi& killed 81 
people. He has pleaded innocent. 

Smee MeVei^’s trial began March 31, 
the cou;^ouse has become a fortress, 
surrounded by concrete barriers and 
patrolling officers.

JEROME - A man who sheriffs' ' 
deputies say threatened his ceen.age'd 
son ^rith a rifle pleaded guilty to felony . 
aggravated assault and %wved his right 
to a preliminary hearing in Jerome 
Magistrate Court Thursday. 

Jon X. Moudy, 55, of Jerome Is being 
held In the Jerome County Jail on 
$50,000 bond, Magistrate Judge 
Thomas Borresen said. 

Moudy is scheduled to appear in dls- 
trictcourtMonday. 

He was arrested April 8 after, a brief 
standoff with sheriffs deputies at his 
trailer house southwest of Jerome. 
During an argument with his 17-year* 
old son that evenly Moudy grabbed a 
.30-caliber militat 7 *style carbine from . 
his bedroom and aimed it at the boy, . 
said an arrest report prepared by ' 
Jerome County ^enfPs Detective Don 
Chatterton and. filed with court docu* 

. ments. 

Moudy shifted his aim to the celling 
' and fired once before again leveling the 
i weapon at his sen, the arrest report 
I said. . . .

And that’s no small feat in a state 
where many small and rural school dis- 
tricts have been falling behind the tech- 
nology oirve, she sold. 

The Jerome district wonts the grant- 
funded program to eventually change 
the basic order of things at the class- 
room level, said District Special 
Services Direinor Chris Gibson. 

"We wont to try to move computers 
into the classroom to the level where 
they become on integrated part of the 


room - like a chalkboard or an overhead 
projector,” Gibson said. 

To accomplish that, the district proba- 
bly won’t have to buy much new bard- . 
ware, be said, as many classrooms 
Edreaoy have computers. 

Instead, the f6^ will be on creating 
software that teechers.can tailor to their 
needs, Gibson said. 

"I don't want to go out and buy 
.canned programs and try to.fit them 
into the curriculum," he said..

NEW YORK (AP) — Research- 
ers have unlocked a vault of 
unrclcBsed material — in one 
cose quite literally — chat they 
hope will do for Elvis Presley’s ■ 
posthumous career what the 
’'Anthology” sets did for the 
Beatles. . . 

RCA is preparing a four-CD, 
100-song’ Presley set for. release 
this stunmer that will «witnin 77 ' j 
performances that have never 
been released public^.' 

The package, caUed “Elvis 
Presley. Platinum: A Life Iti • 
Music,” is part of a blitz of ainivi- , 
ty that will coincide with the 20th ' 

' anniversary of Presley’s death in 
August ‘ . ' ' . . 

“We hove not really traced his 
whole career in one box set” said 
Michael Omansky. RCA’s vice 
president for strategic market- 
ing- . 

“We wanted to come up with a

The record company said the 
project was in the works before 
Capitol released the three 
Beatles “Antholo^ albums over 
the last year'an^a-half.-i^t it- - 
did motivate us,” Omansly said. .

But just when it looks as if nothing is ming 
to melt the Blige ice barrier, she suddenly 
looks up ot a hotel balcony high above and 
spots someone she knows. Her eyes bright^ ; 
and her spirit lifts. The tight, siuleh expres- 
sion dimppcars. She’s actually os sunny as the 
weather on this warm afternoon. 

“Before all of this success, 1 never cared 


about what people thought about me,” she 
says. “You gotra realize that there are millions 
of people* who love you, and you owe it to 
them,: 'cause theyVe &e ones who are buying 
your fecoids and selling out your concerts.” 

Even so, Blige doesn’t shed all the pieces of 
her emotional armor. 

“But the good times are so short, ‘cause os 
soon as you \mke up, there’s something elre 
sad that’s happened,” she continues. “My 
favorite Mng on the new album is 'Keep Your 
Head’ b^use it talks about dealing with the 
everyday struggle, and the obstacles you face. 
People are always praying against you.” 

Blige, whose third album, “Share My 
World,” comes out next week, has a breath- 
taking ^t that has been embraced by all fac- 
tions of the hiphop nation and part of the gen- 
eral pop audience. Her constituents range 
from roughnecks drinking malt liquor on 
street corners to self-proclaimed “Big Willies” 
working their way toward a $2,000 cellular 
phone bill while driviiig a Mercedes, and from 
teen-age ^Is pushing baby strollers to inde- 
pendent, high-fashion women wearing Donna 
lOnran suits. 

This audience has proclaimed Blige the 
queen of hiphop soul not only because she 
often sings over hiphopinfluenced backing 
traclu, but also because her voice and per- 
spective reflect the joy and pain of the ctil- 
ture. 

The'reason so many people gravitated to 
her second album, 1994’s “My Life,” was 
because the album felt like a cinematic rendi- 
tion of her stormyr heart-wrenching rclation- 
ship with Joded lead singer K-Ci Hailey.

ATLANTA (AP) - Everyone 
_agrecs.that:psyitiioIogi(3ilj7rofiles_ 
should play a role in preparing 
for the NFL draft - even Dan 
Reeves, who questioned their 
importance when the New York 
Giants fired him. 

“It’s a good tool,” said Reeves, 
who now coaches the Atlanta 
F^cons. “There’s a place for it I 
just felt like (the Giants) put too 
much emphasis on it” 

More and more, teams are rely- 
ing on psycholb^cal profiles to 
help determine their picks on 
dr^ diay. The Giants have devel- 
oped ^e approach more than any 
other team. 

Their psychological test - 
which has more than *460 tnie- 
f^M questions and other queries 
' that require longer responses - 
takes a couple of hours to take 
and is always the subject of 
intense debate, and some 
ridicule, at the NFL combine in ' 
— Indianapolis . - ■ ■■-■- — 

Reeves said almost 100 players 
told him they were reluctant to 
take such an extensive test, 
which led him to question its 
vali^ty. 

“If a guy has been through 
four years of college and had 
no problems, and his coaches 
that worked with him for four 


years feel comfortable, then to 
me there’s no red flag," he said. 
“I don’t care what the test 
says.” 

From Reeves’ perspective, 
there are more effective ways to 
check out a college player 
beyond his height, weight and 
times in the 40-yard dash. In addi- 
tion to one-on-one interviews, 
plenty of information can be 
gleaned from other people on 
campus: coaches, .trainers - per- 
' haps even a secretary who works 
in the athletic office. 

The Miami Dolphins interview 
players’ friends and relatives, as 
well as coaches. In one. case, 
coa^ Jimmy Johnson assigned a 
scout to spend a week in a play- 
er’s hometown to investigate his 
back^und. 

Reeves isn’t the only skeptic of . 
psycholo^cal tests. A few years : 
ago, the Buffalo Bills halted their 
testing program, saying it was 
-skewing-draft evaluations. :Tha- 
team sw pucs together psycho- 
Ipdcal profiles on players. 

“We lost a lot of good players 
giving those psychological tests,” 
Bills owner Ralph Wilren said. “I 
can remember one. I won’t men- 
..tion his name, but ... we dropped 
him from our list. Now, he’s on 
all-pro.”

TAIPEI, Taiwan (AP) - 
Defending champions Taiwan 
will sit out this year’s Little 
League World Senes, but may 
return if problems with team 
acaeditadon can be resolved, the 
island’s ba^ball assodadon said 
Thursday.' 

Little League Baseball’s 
demand that only schools with 
1,000 students or less could field 
teams would exclude 90 percent 
of Taiwan’s schools, said Kenny 

2 , director of intemationtd 
's for the Chinese Taipei 
Baseball Assodadon. 

“We’re under a lot of pressure 
from schools about this, so this 
year we’re not going to come. But 
we’ll see how things go after* 
wards,” said Yang. He added that 
Taiwan will probably inaease its 
involvement in Pony League 
Baseball and host more interna- 
donol tourneys. 

Teams from Taiwan have domi- 
nated the Little League World 
Series for years, winning 12 of 
the lost 23 tournaments.

Each puts $2,000 into .a 
stock portfolio that ptMuces an overage 
J'Onim of 12 percent annually, induding 
dividends of 3 percent. Assume also that 
jSill and Newt hold each stock an average 
« five years, then sell and replace it with 
another stock. 

At the end of 20 years, BUI and Newt 
cosh out their stocks and pay the taxes. 
According to WiUiam Reichenstein of 
Boylor University, Bill ends up with 
$11^26; Newt has $14,4S0. What ^ves? 

Simple. Bill owned his stocks in a tax* 
able account. He didn’t pay much in 
taxes each year, but he paid enough to 
deplete his account significantly over 
time. Newtpwned his. stocks in.'an .IRA, 
or Individual Retirement Account. His 
income was too high to earn a deduction 
when he made his IRA contributions, but 
the profits on his stocks accumulated 
tax-free until he sold his shares and 
retired. This tax deferral becomes vaula- 
ble in the long rtm. 

So, Rule 1 for smart tax investing is: 
Open an IRA, or add to one you’ve 
already establi^cd. 

If you’re like me, you probably set up 
on in the early 1980s, when ^ey had 

few restrictions and were extremely pop- 
ular.

phased out at incomes between $25,000 
and $35,000 for individuals and between 
$40, (MX) and $50,000 for couples if they 
have another retirement plan, such as a 
401(k) or its government or nonprofit 
equivalent. 

So you figured, "If I can’t get a deduc- 
tion, then the hcck with iti” And you 
stopped making your $2,000 investment 
eadi year. - 

That was a mistake. Although you 
can’t immediately knock the $2,()O0 con* 
tribiition off your gross income, thereby 
reducing your tax bill (if you’re in a 31 


percent brarjkct) by $620, you can get 
the benefits of having that money grow 
without being eaten away. 

And a newj law, which goes into effect 
this year, allows both spouses to add up 
to $2,000 to tncir lRA accounts annually 

even if end docs not work. If you move 
quickly, you! can moke your 1996 and 
1997 investments ot the some time; 
for a couple that can mean putting 
$8,000 to wor^ 

To understand this key concept of tax 
deferral, let’s go back to Bill, who started 
with $2,000 In his taxable stock account 
In the first yeor, he earned $60 in inter- 
est, and, figuring he’s in a 28 percent 
bracket, had to pay roughly $17 in taxes. 
That meant that he had $17 less than 
Newt on wh(ch to earn dividends (and 
capital gains) in the next year. That 
doesn’t sound like much, but it mounts 
up. , 

The advantage of Newt’s non* 
deductible ERA "is usually small when 
the investment horizon is less-than 10 
years,” writes Reichenstein, but for a 30- 
ycor-bld who pli^is to reure at 65, it can 
be enormous. For such a person, a one- 
time investment of $2,000 in a taxable 
account becimes $43,626 (again, assum- 
ing a robust 12 percent annual renun), 
but in a nonjdeductible IRA account, it 
becomes an incredible $77,592 — or 76 
percent more. Both cases include all 
taxes, including those paid when the ERA 
is cashed in. !

WASHINGTON America’s trade deficit in 
February narrowed to $10.4 billion, after setting a 
record the previous month, the Commerce 
Department said late Thursday, after correcting a 
sizable error that had overstated the trade gap. 

The department had originally reported the • • •. 
February deficit was $1.2 billion larger, at $11.6- ' : 
billion, before discovering a major miscalculation 
of oil imports. 

Commerce Undersecretary Everett' Ehrlich, 
called the size of the error unprecedented and 
blamed it on mlscommunlcatlon between his 
agency, which compiles the trade statistics and 
the Customs Bureau, which gathers the raw data. 

Customs, in an effort to get a handle on late 
reports of oil shipments coming into the country, 
asked its agents to send in not only the current 
month’s data but data from previous months.

"I was encouraged early in the' day 
when I saw the recent strength, which 
had been limited to the Dow, spreading 
out to the Nasdaq stocks,” said Robert 
Stovall, president of Stovall/Twenty.First 
Advisers. "But then in the afternoon, 
there was a lot of selling pressure in the 
bluc'chips, and that made things .tail 
off.” ’ 

The Nasdaq market snapped a two-day 
losing streak, rising 6.80 to 1,217.07 as- 
investors bid up depressed computer-sec- 
tor favorites such as Intel up 4 to 138;

In your LTRA •’(which, of 
course, you. don’t have to set up 
in' any official sense; it’s just a 
plain old brokerage -account), 
you’ll want to own stocks that pay 
little or no ^vidends. Good exam- 
pies are high-tech companies like 
Microsoft Inc., or ret^ers like 
Wal-Mart Stores Inc - 

You can also own mutual funds 
'in an LTRA, but be careful. 
Funds don’t incur tax liabilities; 
the bill gets passed through to 
individual shareholders. And 
most fimd managers don’t core 
about tax consequences since 
their bonuses are determined by 
pre-tax returns. 

Low-tax funds are those with 
low. dividend yields and low 
turnover. Managers who sell 
their stock holdings often can 
produce capital gains taxes 
tor their investors. That’s why 
index funds; which put money 
only in stocks that comprise the 
S&P 500 and sunilar indexes, ore 
especially attractive in an LTIIA. 
Turnover for Vanguard 500 (!•

Another low-tax fund is Babson 
Value (1-800-422-2766), with 
turnover in the 15 percent range 
and low dividends.

The Encyclopedia of Bridge dc- 
' nhes the coup as “the lead of a 
plain suit card to promote a low 
trump behind a hi^er trump to a 
winning position.” The name may 
seem fancy to some; however, one 
does not see the play every day. 
Today's deal provides on example. 

West leads his club king, con* 
tinuingthc suit when East plays 
his eight. South ruffs the third 
dub, cashes his ace and dummy’s 
-queen-oftrumpsrond-gets bad - 
news. Havin^losl two clubs and 
hidng a trump and a diamond los* 
er. how can South maneuver to 
moke one of these losers disap- 
pear? The ansSyer is to make two 
of his losers go on the same losing 
triclL 

After the foul trump break Is 
uncovered, South must lyy to. 
score his remaining low trump 
along with his top card winners. 

- He cashes his trump king (option- 
al) arid then three rounds of 
spades. Next, he leads a diamond ' 
to his king and a diamond back to 
dummy's ace. With nine tricks al- 
ready home, he leads dummy’s 
lost spade and Blast is stuck. If he 
disco^. South scores his.small 
trump “cn possantl If East rufls, 
South’s small trump becomes a 
“thlrteencr.” 

Note that South must be care- 
ful. If he tries to riiff dummy's 
fourth spade before 'bashing the 
high diamonds, East will discard a 
diamond, and South will lose the 
timing to make his game.
